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DETAILED ACTION 



Claims 1-16 are pending in the application. 

Election/Restrictions 
Applicant's election with traverse of Group I (Claims 1, 2 and 8 drawn to a N- 
aryloxypropanolyl-N'-phenethy urea of general formula 3) in the reply filed on 1/1 1/05 is 
acknowledged. Applicants' traversal of restriction requirement is persuasive. Groups I- 
III will be prosecute as a single Group, that is, claims 1-16. 

Allowed Claims 

Claims 1-16 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

Reason For Allowance 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: applicants' 
claim compound of general formula 3 shown below and the process for making the 
same wherein all variables are as defined in the claims were neither found to be 
obvious nor anticipated by the prior art of record.

The closest prior arts are Srivastava et al., {Joural of Organometallic Chemistry, 
414 (1991), 65-96} and Hayashi et al., {US 5,902,899}. Srivastava et al. disclose 
unsubstituted urea compound (CeHsCHfeNHCONHCh^CeHs, page 67, table 1; the last 
compound in the table) while applicants' claim a substituted urea as shown above 
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(figure 3). On the other hand, Hayashi et al. disclose urea compound and a process for 
preparing the same as shown below. 

Process for preparing i,3-disubstituted urea of the formula:

wherein R 5 is the same as or different from R e , and each of 
R* and R 6 is independently linear or branched, alkyl of 1-20 
carbon atoms, alkenyl group having 2 to 20 carbon atoms or 
alkynyl group having 2 to 20 carbon atoms, which may have 
phenoxy, alkoxy of 1-13 carbon atoms, monocycloalkyl of 
3-8 carbon atoms, bicycloalkyl of 6-12 carbon atoms, aryl 
of 6-13 carbon atoms, furyl, pyridyl, or ar alkyl of 7—20 
carbon atoms, comprising reacting cyclic carbonic acid ester 
with an amine using alkali metal alkoxide or trialkyl amine 
as base, in safety and high yield. 

The instant claims are not anticipated nor rendered obvious by Srivastava et al 
and Hayashi et al. 

A further search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference that taught or 
motivated one of ordinary skill to make a N-aryloxypropanolyl-N'-phenethy urea of 
general formula 3 as claim by applicants. 

All claims (1-16) are allowed.
